PEAGH OCCUPIES 
FOOD SPOTLIGHT

For the next few weeks the 

peach will continue tu occupy 
the food spotlight. more luscicus 
and appealing each day. The 
prices are at such an attractive 
figure thar you will want to serve 
this golden fruit frequently. And 
rrobably you will want to pack 
some away in jars of Jellies. jams 
end pickles to brighten the bleak 
winter months. 

Start with peaches for break- 
fast if you will. Peel them, slice 
them into thin wedges and heap 
them on helf of each cereal 
bowl. Fill tee other half with 
cereal fiakes or pufted cereal. 
Sprinkle with powdered sugar. 
Dass 2 pitcher of light cream und 
listen to your family beg for 
more. Or you might serve peach 
fritters and thin slices of hem, 
or baked, chilled peaches with 
cream. 

Peaches for Luneheen 

For iuncheon, chop the peach- 
es fine, sprinkle genercusly with 
sugar, and serve with hot but- 
tered muffins. Peach cocktails. 
reach salads and peach desserts 
are other luncheon suggestions 

Broil ,the peaches or take 
tulem and use to garnish and ac- 
company steaks, chops or roasts 
for dinner. Or, here again. peach 
cocktails, peach salads and peach 
desserts are in order. 

To urc:! the peaches, dip the 
ripe peaches in scalding water 
and remove the skins. Cut in 
halves, brush with melted butter, 
sprinkle lightiy with sugar and 
broil wnder the broiler. turning 
en¢ee until delicately browned on 
both sides.

Peach Melba 

For peach melba, remove the 
skins from peaches, cut in halves 
and extrdet the stones. Cook 
gently untilysoft in a syrup made 
of equal parts sugar and water. 
Chill in the syrup. Serve half a 
peach on a slice of vanilla or 
pistachio ice cream and cover 
with a sauce made as follows: 
Mix one cup. of raspberries. 
pressed through a sieve. with 
one-half cup currant jelly and 
one-half cup sugar and bring to 
a boil. Add one-half tablespoon 
cornstarch mixed with a table- 
spoon cold water. Boil, stirring 
constantly, until the mixture be- 
comes: thick and clear. Strain 
and cool. 

Pesach Dumplings 

For peach dumplings make a 
pastry from one cup flour, a 
teaspoon baking powder, half a 
teaspoon of salt, two tablespoons 
of butter sid enough sweet milk 
to make a smooth soft dough.

The Bat’a Family, Mon- 
archs of the 
Shoe Trade 


PROFOUND distrust. o? fin- 

anciers led to the establish- 
ment of the famous Bat’a shoe 
industry in Czecho-Slovakia. The 
Bat'a family is to Czecho-Slova- 
kia what the Ford family is to 
America. They. like the Fords, 
have done more than anybody 
else in the world tu support, the 
theory of mass production: 

Thomas Bat'a, founder of the 
firm, took fanatical care to re- 
main the first working partner 
in a partnership which embraced 
ai: his employes. No one outside 
the partnership may own Bata 
stock. A year ago Thomas was 
killed in an airplane crash. He 
had heen up all night working 
on a big shoe contract he hoped 
to close in Switzerland. At day- 
break he was ready to start for 
Switcerland in his private plane, 
but the cay proved murky, and 
with a heavy fog hanging over 
ihe airport, his pilot, a former 
army ace, refused to take to the 
air. Bat’a Said, “We must start.” 
They did, and crashed. Both 
‘Thomas and his pilot were killed. 

Just a few weeks ago in thc 
city of Zim, at the exact moment 
of the crash one year before, 
Bat'a’s 25,000 employe partners 
gathered, not to mourn, but to 
dedicate a Pantheon im memory 
of the first working partner. The 
building is not a tomb, but a 
two-story ferroconcrete building 
Ioc eg d on a hill opposite the 
sp.../ling Bat'a shoe works. The 
Pantheon is a museum of me- 
chenies and comprises exhibits 
of the crude hand tools Thomas 
Bat’a used in learning his trade 
us shoemaker’s apprentice. 

Other exhibits include samples 
of the machines which have en- 
abied ?t’a shoes to beat com- 
retitors fram Calcutta to Chi- 
caso. Tne vlane in which the 
founder lost his life, carefully re- 
constructed, also hangs from a 
rafter for visitors to view. 

Years before his death Thomas 
Bat’a, probably prompted by 
scme premonition, said to his di- 
rectors: “If I should die I expect 
you. to stand by the works for 

ne year. Then, if you are unable 
to continue without me, you are 
free to do what you like.”

At his father’s funeral a year 
ago young Thomas Bat’a made 
this vow in front of all the woryk- 
ing partners of the great organi- 
zation: “In the presence of our 
déad chief, to uphold his ideals: 
service to customers through 
cheap shoe production, and ser- 
vice to fellow workers through 
high wages.” On the bier was 
laid a bunch of white roses from 
young Thomas, with the inscrip- 
tion: “IL promise. Tommy.” 

Like the Crown Prince of 

hoedom that he is, young Tom- 

my has kept his promise. Only 
19 years old, he escaped most 
formal schooling and examina- 
ions, but passed the Czecho- 
Slovakian Government’s test for 
the certificate of .“master cob- 
bler.” After a tr¥*€S Bat’a shoe 
outposts in Afriea and appren- 
ticeship in Bat’a factories in 
Switzerland and Germany, Tom- 
my is working through the plant 
at Zlin. From time to time he 
spends an evening with Bat'a 
workers at their club, an ancient 
castle left by his father with the 
stipulation that ‘“‘on these prem- 
ises gledhol in any form shall 
never be served.”
